The  late  rabbi’s  sons,  Prof. 

David  and  Prof.  Jonathan  Stein¬ 
berg,  will  be  speaking  about  their 
father’s  legacy.

(now  the  oldest  existing  synagogue  in  Aus-

Passover  Dietary  Laws 


Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crack¬ 
ers.  cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats, 
spelt,  rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from 
grain  alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the 
following  foods  to  the  above  list:  rice,  corn,  millet,  legumes  (beans, 
peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans  are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic 
authorities  permit,  while  others  forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form 
other  than  its  natural  state,  for  example,  corn  sweeteners,  corn  oil,  soy 
oil,  peanut  oil.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above. 
Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  prior  to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural  cof¬ 
fee  (without  cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural 
spices,  fruit  juices  with  no  additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled),  frozen 
(uncooked)  vegetables  (for  legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage 
cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in  water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked) 
fruit  (with  no  additives),  baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
(except  for  legumes  above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 
either  before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzoh,  cakes,  mat- 
zoh  flour,  farfel,  matzoh  meal,  and  any  products  containing  matzoh), 
wine,  vinegar,  liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk, 
ice  cream,  yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 


during  Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled):  milk,  but¬ 
ter,  juices,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea,  and  fish, 
as  well  as  all  foods  listed  in  category  C. 

Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid 
detergents  do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life 
sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sus¬ 
taining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are  preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils  are 
used.  According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil  by 
the  same  process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore, 
utensils  used  in  cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broil¬ 
ing  are  kashering  by  fire  and  heat  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food 
are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But  fine 
translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year  may  be 
used  if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must 
first  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as 
possible.  Those  used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots)  must  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  completely  immersed  in  boiling 
water.  Pots  have  water  boiled  in  them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The 
utensils  should  not  be  used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between 
the  cleaning  and  the  immersion  in  boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils

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In  Celebration  of  Passover  (continued  from  page  4) 
cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with  food 
must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range 
should  be  heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there  is  a  broil 
setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and 
then  put  through  the  self-cleaning  cycle.  Continuous  cleaning  ovens 
must  be  kashered  in  the  same  manner  as  regular  ovens.  Microwave 
ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the  food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be 
cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  he  placed  in  it.  Then  the  oven 
should  be  turned  on  until  the  water  disappears.  A  microwave  oven  that 
has  a  browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for  kashering 
drinking  utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three  days, 
changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while  the  other  opinion  requires  only 
a  thorough  scrubbing  before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of  24 


hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact  with 
hametz  are  removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if 
metal,  follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts  are  not  remov/ 
able,  the  appliance  cannot  be  kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they  should 
he  thoroughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thorough 
cleaning,  and  by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should 
be  clean  and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to  be  soaked  in 
a  porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must  be  used. 

I.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes,  pots 
and  hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should  he  separat¬ 
ed,  locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  use.

tralia).  Conscious  that  this  was  a  historical 
moment,  he  also  placed  in  a  cavity  specially 
prepared  for  this  purpose  a  sealed  bottle  in 
which  was  enclosed  a  record  on  parchment, 
written  in  English  and  Hebrew,  of  the  names  of 
the  subscribers  of  money  donated  for  the  build¬ 
ing,  along  with  various  gold  and  silver  coins  of 
the  realm  and  relics  of  the  times. 

Almost  two  years  later,  on  the  4th  of  July, 
1845,  the  synagogue  was  consecrated  in  the 
presence  of  the  wife  of  the  Lieutenant  Gover¬ 
nor,  Lady  Eardley  Wilmot,  who  substituted  for 
her  husband  who  apparently  was  ill. 

Governor  Wilmot  had  succeeded  the  bet¬ 
ter  known  Sir  John  Franklin,  the  latter  having 
on  a  number  of  occasions  refused  a  grant  of 
land  to  the  Hobart  Jews  on  which  to  build  a 
synagogue,  as  he  claimed  that  it  would  be  used 
for  "un-Christian”  purposes. 

With  elaborate  ceremony,  the  doors  of  the 
little  synagogue  were  thrown  open  and  to  the 
sounds  of  the  psalms  the  Torah  scrolls  were 
brought  into  the  building.  One  hundred 
guineas  were  collected  at  the  service  and  the 
non-Jewish  visitors  were  duly  impressed  by  the 
beautiful  music  and  the  fervent  prayers  for  the 
welfare  of  Queen  Victoria  and  all  the  royal  fam¬ 
ily.  (This  prayer  can  be  seen  on  the  board  on 
the  northern  wall). 

The  grim  ghettos  of  Europe  were  not  even 
a  generation  away.  Many  had  come  to  this  land 
as  convicts  and  had  painfully  won  their  free¬ 
dom.  Slavery  was  still  on  the  streets  in  1845. 
This  building  must  have  been  an  unconscious, 


subliminal  celebration  of  freedom  and  the 
powerful,  hopeful  promise  of  this  new  land. 

Once  the  Hobart  and  Launceston  Syna¬ 
gogues  were  built,  instructions  were  given  by 
the  government  that  “all  prisoners  of  the  Jew¬ 
ish  persuasion”  not  actually  under  a  sentence 
would  have  leave  to  refrain  from  work  and 
attend  synagogue.  The  Hobart  Town  congre¬ 
gation  made  provision  for  the  prisoners  to 
receive  two  meals  on  the  Shabbat,  and  an 
enquiry  was  sent  to  the  Chief  Rabbi  in  London 
asking  whether  a  convict  could  be  counted  as 
a  member  of  a  minyan  (quorum)  and  be  called 
to  the  Torah.  The  answer  was  affirmative  to  the 
first  question  and  no  to  the  second. 

It  is  said  that  the  numbered  benches  in  the 
back  of  the  synagogue  were  for  the  use  of  the 
convicts  and  for  the  poor,  one  of  the  few  places 
of  Jewish  worship  in  the  world  with  seats  set 
aside  for  convicts,  if  indeed  there  is  any  other. 

The  building  was  designed  by  Alexander 
Thompson.  He  was  a  Scotsman  who  had  been 
transported  in  1825  at  the  age  of  20  for  attempt¬ 
ed  jewel  robbery.  He  was  later  assigned  as  a 
draftsman  to  the  Public  Works  Department 
where  he  worked  with  architects  John  Lee 
Archer  and  David  Lambe.  A  Free  Pardon  was 
granted  to  him  in  1839  and  he  set  up  in  busi¬ 
ness  as  valuer,  estate  agent,  map  printer,  engi¬ 
neer,  surveyor  and  architect. 

Judah  and  Joseph  Solomon  had  been 
transported  to  Van  Diemens  Land  in  1819  for 
life  imprisonment  for  the  strange  offence  of 
“hiring  burglars  to  repossess  stolen  goods.” 
They  were  given  a  provisional  pardon  in  1832. 

Phineas  Moss  (his  portrait  hangs  in  the 
board  room  on  the  first  floor),  the  first  secretary 
of  the  congregation,  was  an  English  Jew  and 
one  of  Australia’s  more  interesting  Jewish  char¬ 


acters.  He  was  bom  in  Portsea,  Hampshire  in 
1795  and  evidently  received  an  excellent  Jew¬ 
ish  and  general  education.  In  1836,  he  came  to 
Hobart  Town  as  a  free  settler  and  became  Aus¬ 
tralia’s  first  civil  servant  when  he  began  work  as 
a  clerk  at  the  police  station  at  Bothwell,  where 
he  was  also  the  guiding  spirit  of  the  rural  Both¬ 
well  Library  Society. 

The  survival  of  this  congregation  has  been 
the  result  of  obstinacy,  loyalty  and  intelligence. 
There  were  plenty  of  obstacles  and  many  sad 
and  dispirited  years  for  a  small  community. 

Some  of  Tasmania’s  most  powerful  and 
successful  Jewish  settlers,  for  all  sorts  of  rea¬ 
sons,  returned  to  England  as  soon  as  they 
could.  Numbers  were  also  decimated  by  the 
Gold  Rush  in  Victoria  in  1855  and  the  opening 
up  of  the  rest  of  Australia.  It  was  not  until  the 
refugees  fleeing  from  Europe  before  and  after 
the  ravages  of  World  War  II  arrived  that  num¬ 
bers  increased  once  more.  However,  never 
were  the  synagogue  doors  closed  permanently.
